GUAM (Saturday), June .30 
(AP) — In the fourth American 
Superfortress attack of the week 
against the Japanese homeland, 
50 B-29s struck the important 
Kudumatsu refining plant of the 
Nippon Oi] Co. on southern Hon- 
shu coast shortly before midnight 
last night. 

The raid came while huge fires 


still burned in Japan’s great ship- 
building center of Sasebo and 
three other industrial cities on 
which nearly 500 Superfortresses 
dropped 3000 tons of fire bombs 
yesterday. 

The strike against the Kudu- 
matsu plant was the second night 
demolition raid of this week on 
Japan's vital oil industry. It 
brought the week’s Twenty-first 
Bomber Command’s sorties over 
Japan to near the 1100$mark. 

To@ay’s target once was the 
homeland’s fourth largest oil re- 
finery. It produced aviation gas- 
cline and oils. 

The plant is on the Inland Sea 
five miles southeast of Tokuyama, 
site of other oi) refineries which 
were seriously damaged May 10. 

The Kudumatsu plant attack 
was the eighth B-29 mission 
against Japan's oil installations. 

The Friday attacks on Sasebo 
and other industrial centers on 
Honshu and Kyushu caught the 
Japanese without a defense. Not 
a single enemy fighter plane rose 
to meet the intruders. 

The bombardiers aimed at tar- 
gets which never before had felt 
the full weight of the Superfor- 
tresses, designed by the American 
aerial command to crush Japan’s 
power to resist. 

Besides Sasebo, the targets on 
Kyushu were Moji, a coal and 
iron port, and Nobeoka, producer 
of chemicals and explosives. All 
three cities are seaports. The 
Honshu target was Okayama, 
which has a military arsenal, a 
troop training center and plane 
parts factories. 

One Superfortress failed to re- 
turn.

NEW YORK, June 29 (AP)— 
The 85,000-ton Queen Elizabeth, 
the world’s fastest and largest 
liner, arrived -in New York har- 
bor today with 14,867 soldiers, 
sailors, Army nurses and civilians. 
The seven civilians included 
Princess Juliana of the Nether- 
lands. 

The ship was given a thunderous 
harbor reception that exceeded 
that given its sister ship, the 
Queen Marv, when thelatter ar- 
rived last week with 14,526 pass- 
engers, 

The Queen Elizabeth was greet- 
ed by two Army boats, a press 
boat and a special boat carrying 
American and British officials. 
Army bands played from the 
boats to cheers and whistles. Some 
soldiers yelled down to the WAC 
Band, asking if there was a law 
against fraternization in the 
United States, 

Most of the soldiers aboard were 
elements of the Eighth Air Force 
ground crews and hospital units.

Civilians Put to Death by 
American Army Execu- 
tioners — Fourth Man 


Given Life, 


RHEINBACH, Germany,* June 
29 (AP)—Three German civilians 
were hanged at dawn today by 
American Army executioners for 
killing an American airman after 
he parachuted to earth from a 
burning bomber last Aug. 15. 

The hanging was the outcome 
of the first civilian war crime 
case brought to trial on German 
soil since the end of the war. 

The three men hanged were 
Peter Back, Peter Kohn and Mat- 
thias Gierens, convicted respec- 
tively of shooting, clubbing and 
hammering an unknown flyer to 
death. A fourth defendant, Mat- 
thias Krein, also was sentenced 
to death by the same military 
commission, but his sentence was 
commuted to life imprisonment 


by Lt. Gen. Leonard T. Gerow, 
commander of the United States 
Fifteenth Army. 

The hangings were carried out 
by two Army executioners who 
already had perfornved 70 hang- 
ings. They are Master Set. John 
C. Woods, former executioner at 
Texas State Prison, and Staff Set.

9 U.S. Marines Get Ringside Seats 
To Watch 150 Japs Commit Suicide

GUAM, June 29— The story of 
how a marine lieutenant and four 
other leathernecks blundered into 
the midst of 300 Japanese soldiers 
trapped on southwest Okinawa 
and were permitted to watch 150 
of them commit suicide, was dis- 
closed here today. 


Lt. George Thompson of Dor- 
chester, Mass., was chasing a 
small group of Japanese when he 
entered a seaside clearing near 
Aka Cape and found Japanese 
standing all around. With him 
were his runner, Pfc. Rufus E. 
Randall of Augusta, Ga., and three 
other marines. 

Thompson promptly pushed his 
pistol into his hip pocket and mo- 
tioned to the other marines to 
sling their rifles over their shoul- 
i\ders. It seemed an appropriate

weapons. 

Then Thompson grinned, waved 
and bowed. He began shouting: 
“Tobakko, tobakko, tobakko.” 

“It was the only thing I could 
think of,” he said. 

Several enemy soldiers extended 
their hands. Thompson does not 
smoke, but the situation was saved 
by the other marines, who passed 
him four packs of cigarettes, 
which he distributed among the 
Japanese. 

“I thought that if I stopped 
talking or smiling for even a min- 
ute the Japanese would kill us,”

LONDON, June 29 (AP) — The 
Moscow radio announced tonight 
that Czechoslovakia has ceded the 
Carpatho-Ukraine to Russia, This 
is the extreme eastern section of 
Czechoslovakia which Hungary 
absorbed in the 1939 breakup of 
the country. 

The 4871-square-mile mountain- 
ous sector, sometimes known as 
Ruthenia, formerly adjoined 
Poland. It comprised nearly one- 
eleventh of prewar Czecho- 
slovakia’s 54,244 square miles. 

The tentative revision of Polish 
frontiers, as outlined in the Yalta 
agreement, brought the Carpatho- 
Ukraine into contact with Russia. 
Subsequently, the predominately 
Ukrainian population of the sec- 
tion agitated for incorporation 
into the Soviet Union, 

The Mosco wannouncement said 
a treaty was signed in the Krem- 
lin by Czechoslovak Prime Minis- 
ter Fierlinger >and by Russian 
Foreign Commissar Molotov.

CONGRESS VOTES TO CONTINUE 
RATES ON FIRST-CLASS MAIL 


WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP) 
—Congress approved and sent to 
the White House yesterday legis- 
lation continuing for two years 
the temporary increases in first- 
class postage rates, including the 
3-cent rate on out-of-town letters. 

The 3-cent rate on local or in- 
town letters, by provision of the 
1944 Revenue Act, is effective un- 
til six months after the end of 
the war. 

The Post Office Department an- 
nounced yesterday that the air 
mail postage rate from continent- 
al United States, including Alaska, 
to Russia has been reduced from 
70 to 30 cents a half ounce. The 
rate from the United States, Alas- 
ka, Puerto Rico and Virgin 
Islands to Cuba has been cut from 
10 to 8 cents a half ounce. 


WPB CONTROLS OFF STATIONERY 
AND CAST IRON BATHTUBS 


WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP)— 
The WPB today relaxed controls 
on cast iron bathtubs and paper 
stationery: 

From now on, it’s all right to 
make stationery in any sizes, 
styles, weights and packaging. 
Also it’s all right to have mechan- 
ical closures on stationery in ad- 
dition to adhesive flaps. 

The agency removed production 
and distribution controls over cast 
iron bathtubs, effective immediate- 
ly, but this may not mean any- 
thing to a citizen seeking a bath- 
tub. That is because WPB 4s- 
signed a double A-3 rating to dis- 
tributors who need the tubs to 
fill military orders and for hous- 
ing and other orders carrying 
priorities.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 29— 
President Truman sent a _ con- 
gratulatory message today to Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur upon victori- 
ous conclusion of the Luzon cam- 
paign predicting that the power- 
ful base being fashioned in the 
Philippines will be a factor in the 
final knockout blow against 
Japan, 

He declared last night that the 
United States should be the first 
to ratify the United Nations Char- 
ter and a world court. Without 
their adoption, the President said, 


there can be no peace in the 
world. 

In his message to Gen. MacAr- 
thur, the President said: 

“With the complete defeat of 
the enemy on Luzon you- have 
swept them. from all the Philip- 
pines and redeemed the promises 
of the American people to the 
loyal Filipino people. 

“All Americans are happy that 
victory has been won with the 
lowest possible loss in lives. I am 
confident that the powerful base 
that we are fashioning in the 
Philippines will play its full part 
in the final knockout blow in the 
war against Japan and restore the 
world to peace, freedom and san- 
ity.” 

Works on Message to Senate. 

The President, who urged ratifi- 
cation of the United Nations Char- 
ter at a homecoming ceremony at 
which he received the degree of 
doctor of laws from Kansas City 
University, worked today on a 
message urging prompt Senate 
ratification of the charter. 

Press Secretary Charles G. Ross 
said that the message would be 
short, requiring about five min- 
utes to read. The President also 
signed an executive order today 
formally transferring the func- 
tions of the War Food Adminis- 
tration to Secretary of Agriculture 
Clinton P. Anderson, in conformity 
with plans previously announced. 

In his address last night Presi- 
dent Truman also subscribed to 
the “one world” concept of the 
late Wendell L. Willkie, the Re- 
publican presidential nominee in 
1940, 

Telling of the birth of the fed- 
eral constitution, President Tru- 
man said the fathers had to sell 
it to the states for ratification. 


“We are going to have to ratify 
the constitution adopted at San 
Francisco,” he declared, “and I 
want to see the United States do 
it first,” 

‘One World, as Willkie Said.’ 

“The world is no longer county 
size, state size, nation size. It is 
one world, as Willkie said — a 
world in which we must all get 
along and this great republic 
must lead the way in carrying out 
the great ideals of Woodrow Wil- 
son and Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt.” 

As an illustration of new world 
conditions the President told 9000 
Kansas City and Jackson county 
“neighbors™ assembled in Munici- 
pal Auditorium that the day be- 
fore he had flown from Salt Lake 
City to Kansas City in three and 
one half hours.

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TOKYO REPORTS 
MORE WAR PLANTS 
ARE BEING MOVED 
10 MANCHURIA 


Foe Complains of Ship- 
ping Difficulties — 
Broadcast Says U.S. Is 
Massing Paratroop 
Force in Aleutians. 


FAN FRANCISCO, June 29 
(AP)—Japan gave top priority to- 
day to transfer of its home indus- 
tries to Manchuria, and turned 


nervous attention toward the 
Aleutians, where the Tokyo radio 
said the United States was mass- 
ing mountain-trained fighters and 
paratroops. 

The transfer of war industries 
to the Asia mainland was declared 
by the Tokyo radio to be even 
“more fundamental” than disper- 
sion of industries in Japan to es- 
cape American air blows. 

Tokyo said “a division composed 
solely of Alpine troops” was being 
stationed on Agattu Island, in the 
outer Aleutians near Attu, that 
paratroops were being placed 
throughout the northern region, 
and that an American submarine 
base had been established at 
Kiska. 

The broadcast claimed that V. 
Adm. Frank Jack Fietcher’s Unit- 
ed States Ninth Fleet was await- 
ing an opportunity to strike from 
the north. A task force of the 
fleet recently attacked a Japanese 
convoy in the Sea of Okhotsk. 

A Tokyo newspaper corre- 
gpondent was quoted as saying 
the transfer of industries to Man- 
churia was an “attempt to estab- 
lish securely a system for a pro- 
tracted war, with Japan as a 
nucleus force.” 

At the same time, the enemy ad- 
mitted that American aerial blows 
had interfered with “Japan’s com- 
munications with Manchoukuo 
(Manchuria).” It said that to 
cope with this rising menace “the 
most efficient employment of 
available bottoms” was required. 

The broadcast spoke of certain 
political difficulties on the conti- 
nent, where the Japanese have set 
up a puppet government, and said 
“the lack of political co-ordination 
has in many respects impeded 
gmooth economic co-ordination.” 

“Mobilization of their composite 
power for backing up Japan's 
fight against the enemy invaders 
is absolutely required of these con- 
tinental areas,” the broadcast said. 

A Domei dispatch said Ameri- 
can planes on Okinawa were open- 
ing the battle for air supremacy 
over the southern home island of 
Kyushu, but that this was but “a 
curtain raiser to the decisive bat- 
tle of the Japanese mainland.” 

“In Kyushu,” Domei continued, 
“it is not rare for an air raid 
alert to be sounded more than 50 
times in a single day. Since the 
frequency of enemy air raids will 
undoubtedly increase hereafter, 
Kyushu will be placed under an 
air alert almost without interrup- 
tion.” 

Domel repeated the Japanese 
claim that Kyushu was “an im- 
pregnable fortress” with key 
points all along the coast fortified 
with powerful guns.

Senator Chavez (Dem.), 
Mexico, said the Southerners were 
attempting to thwart the will of 
a majority of the Senate.

AMERICAN FLEE

'U. S. Ships Down Three 
Jap Planes in Macas- 
sar Straits — Yanks 
Gain on Luzon. 


MANILA, June 29 (AP)—An 
American fleet has returned to the 
Macassar straits east of Borneo 
for the first time since January, 
1942, Gen. Douglas MacArthur dis- 
closed today. 

The invasion-conscious Japanese 
reported a naval bombardment of 
the Borneo east coast had been in 
progress for 10 days. A Dutch 
correspondent who flew over the 
port of Balikpapan, fronting on 
the straits, told earlier this week 
of seeing the warships in action 
and the Japanese radio has 
claimed that Allied landing at- 
tempts there have been beaten 
off. 


MacArthur gave no confirmation 
of any of these reports, but his 
communique today reported the 
destruction of three Japanese tor- 
pedo planes on Monday by Ameri- 
can surface ships in the Macassar 
straits and told of continuing Al- 
lied air blows throughout the East 
Indies, particularly at Balikpapan, 

Seventh Fieet Ships. 

The ships involved undoubtedly 
belong to the United States 
Seventh Fleet, which put ashore 
the Australian Ninth Division on 
British North Borneo and Labuan 
in the Brunei bay area on June 10. 

(The Tokyo radio today report- 
ed Japanese planes sank a large 
cruiser of the Cleveland class, 
three other cruisers and a destroy- 
er June 25 off Balik Papan. There 
was no confirmation from any 
Allied source.) 

Australian troops on Borneo last 
were reported to have taken Beau- 
fort, in a 15-mile advance up the 
coast along the narrow-gauge 
railway toward the Japanese base 
of Jesselton. Allied planes bombed 
Jesselton without opposition. Al- 
lied torpedo boats shelled the Jes-

4000 SOLDIERS 
TOBE FURLOUGHED 
TO RAILROAD WORK 


Army to Help Carriers 


Avoid Breakdown Dur- 
ing Redeployment of 
Men to Pacific. 


WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP) 
—The War Department announced 
today that 4000 soldiers will be 
furloughed for work on United 
States railroads to prevent a 
breakdown of rail transportation 
during redeployment of troops to 
the Pacific. 

The soldiers, all. experienced 
railroaders in civilian life, will be 
furloughed for a 30-day period. 
They will work as brakemen, lo- 
comotive firemen, bollermakers, 
electricians, car repairmen, me- 
chanics, machinists and helpers. 

Undersecretary of War Patter- 
son said the action’ was authorized 
in response to an urgent appeal 
from the railroads for aid in eas- 
ing a critical labor situation. 

The War Department took the 
step, Patterson added in a state- 
ment, with “extreme reluctance 
and only because we are con- 
vinced that there is no other way 
to maintain the speedy flow of 
traffic essential to the redeploy- 
ment of our forces for the war 
against Japan.” 

Patterson said the furloughing 
of troops to fill civilian jobs is 
“not an efficient way to fight a 
war” and that the Army had 
hoped the need of releasing sol- 
diers to industry had been elim- 
inated by cutbacks in war plants 
and by releases from the Army 
after V-E day, 

He pointed out that similar fur- 
loughs previously granted for 
work in war plants had been ter- 
minated and expressed the hope 
that the railroad furloughs will 
be the last for any industrial 
group. 

Th: soldiers to be released to 
the railroads, starting immediate- 
ly, will be those 26 years old or 
older and preference will be given 
those past 30. No soldiers who 
are being re-trained for the Pa- 
cific war or who are scheduled to 
gO overseas will be included.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 29~— 
Two more targets of Japanese 
kamikaze pilots, a heavy cruiser 
and a Navy evacuation transport, 
are among the more than 400 ships 
undergoing or awaiting repairs in 
28 shipyards in the San Francisco 
area, 


There were 120 patients aboard 
the U.S.8S. Pinkney off Okinawa 
and doctors were performing an 
emergency appendectomy when 
the kamikaze flyer crashed his 
plane into the ship, The plane 
and its 1000-pound bomb spread 
flames far down into the trans- 
port, killing 36 men and injuring 
17, but the surgical staff success- 
fully completed the operation by 
the light of lanterns while burn- 
ing oil blistered the paint on the 
operating room bulkheads. 


Three St. Louisans in Crew. 

Three St. Louisans were mem- 
bers of the crew which by 90 min- 
utes of frantic labor, checked the 
flames and rescued all but 19 of 
the 120 patients aboard. They were 
Coxswain Albert N. Haman, 1016 
Hickory street; Machinist's Mate 
E. K. Kruse, 4137% Hull place, 
and Machinist’s Mate J. B. Sparks, 
4620 Arsenal street. 

Radarman M. A. Holzer, Route 
1, Willow Springs, Mo., was trapped 
in the radio shack when the force 
of the explosion jammed the door. 
The heat was so intense that a 
member of the crew sloshed buck- 
ets of water through a porthole 
onto Holzer while others attacked 
the jammed door with crowbars 
which had to be cooled in water at 
intervals. The radar man, brought 
out through an opening pried in 
the door, suffered only minor in- 
juries. 

Motor Machinist Robert F. Blick- 
hem, Monroe City, Mo., said he 
was taking a shower when the 
plane, a torpedo bomber which 
had followed a Navy plane un- 
noticed into a formation of ships, 
struck the boat deck just aft of 
the flying bridge, igniting fuel 
tanks in the reguiting explosion.

Bombing of Cruiser. 
The heavy cruiser, a flagship 


which for security reasons must 
remain unidentified, was attacked 


by a Tojo type fighter off Oki-| 


nawa March 31. In its death dive, 


the plane grazed the cruiser’s su-| 


perstructure and was deflected 
into the sea, but the midair im- 
pact dislodged its bomb. 


The bomb landed on the main 
deck aft, crashed through two 
decks below and went through 
the bottom of the vessel. Only 
then did it go off, when it struck 
one of the four propeller shafts, 


and the result was more of an) 
implosion than an explosion—that | 
is, the water cushioned the blast | 
and directed most of its force back 


into the ship. 
Although the vessel carried a 


crew of 1200 men and the bomb: 


plowed through berths where men 
were lying, casualties were phe- 
nomenally low, totaling nine dead 
and 20 injured. The berth com- 
partment was flooded with oil, 
but there was no fire. 


The hole made by the bomb in 
its plunge through the ship was 
only 16 inches in diameter, but 
the underwater blast crumpled 
hull plates 40 feet fore and aft 
and played havoc with machinery. 
Had the bomb exploded inside the 
vessel, damage would have been 
much higher. ° 

Lost Water Supply. 

Among other things, the ship 
lost its capacity to distill water, 
and on the long voyage home, 
made under the power of two un- 
damaged propellers, the crew 
filled empty ammunition cans 
with water at every stopping 
place.

REPORT CHARGES 
COMMUNISTS SEEK 
TOEHOLD IN ARMY 


House Committee Says 
They Are Busy in U. S..,. 
‘Financed Liberally 
From Abroad.’ 


WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP)— 
The House Military Committee to- 
day told Congress of Communist 
plans to “penetrate within the 
armed forces on which we rely 
for security.” 


In an interim report, the com- 
mittee said Communists “have 
been everywhere at work within 
this country, supported and fi- 
nanced liberally from abroad...” 

The report was prepared by H. 
Ralph Burton, committee counsel, 
under the direction of Representa- 
tive Thomason (Dem.), Texas, 
chairman of a subcommittee in- 
vestigating Communism in the 
Army. A subsequent report, Bur- 
ton said, will deal with the suc- 
cess Communists have had in en- 
tering the Army. 

“During the period of the war.” 
the committee reported, “the 
party line which Communists 
have been directed to follow has 
been consonant with the obvious 
interests of the United States, be- 
cause in Nazi Germany we had 
a common enemy.” 

“The aim of overthrowing our 
government by force and violence, 
in order to set up here a Com- 
munist state, has.not been visible 
in Communist propaganda since 
the day Germany invaded Russia,” 
the report continued. 

“Now, however, we are entering 
On a new era, in which no one, 
can foresee the turn of events. 
Groups of determined Communists 
here have not changed their ideas 
and will continue, with or without 
outside aid, to plot such a revolu- 
tion as they think will realize the 
Marx-Lenin dream, and will stop 
nothing to accomplish their

Signal Corps Movie and 
Post-Dispatch Exhibit 
to Be at Library of 
Congress Two Weeks.

WASHINGTON, June 29—The 
Army Signal Corps motion pic- 
tures of Nazi concentration camp 
atrocities will be shown at the 
Library of Congress tomorrow. At 
the same time the Library will 
open a display of the Post- 
Dispatch collection of photo- 
murals depicting conditions in the 
camps. 

The films are the ones shown 
publicly for the first time in 
St. Louis at Kiel Auditorium at 
the suggestion of Joseph Pulitzer, 
editor of the Post-Dispatch. After 
the Library of Congress presenta- 
tion, they will be shown through- 
out Washington in public school 
buildings under joint auspices of 
the Board of Education and the 
Recreation Board of the District 
of Columbia. 


Showing of the motion pictures 
here will continue through the 
two weeks the photomurals will 
be on display at the Library of 
Congress so that Washington resi- 
dents will have the same oppor- 
tunity as that afforded St. Louis- 
ans to learn, through the films 
and still pictures, the horrors of 
the extermination camps in Ger- 
many. The Library of Congress 
exhibition of photomurals is under 
joint sponsorship of the Post- 
Dispatch and the Washington 
Evening Star. 

The Washington Star radio sta- 
tion, WMAL, will broadcast the 
formal opening of the photomural 
exhibition. Serfator Alben W. 
Barkley of Kentucky, Senator 
Walter F. George of Georgia and 
Representative Dewey Short of 
Missouri will speak, telling what 
they saw when they visited the 
Nazi concentration camps. Other 
speakers will be Benjamin M. Mc- 
Kelway, associate editor of the 
Star, who was one of the 17 edl- 
tors taken by the Army on a tour 
of the camps: Luther H. Evans, 
Librarian of Congress, and Ray- 
mond P. Brandt, chief Washing- 
ton correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. Senator Leverett! 
Saltonstall of Massachusetts, who 
had expected to participate, will 
be unable to attend. 

The decision of the Washington 
School and Recreation Boards to 
sponsor exhibition of the atrocity 
films in the schools came after 
members of both boards and civic 
leaders had viewed the films at 
private showings. 

Evans, in pointing out that the 
Library of Congress usually re- 
stricted its exhibitions to material 
from its own collections, said a 
departure was made in this in- 
stance because members of Con- 
gress thought the American peo- 
ple should see the evidence of 
Nazi atrocities. “We are doing no 
more than implementing the pol- 
icy of Congress,” he said. 

In a letter to the Washington 
Star indorsing the atrocity film 
exhibition in the schools, Robert 
L. Haycock, superintendent of 
schools, said that although the 
pictures revealed “horrible” scenes, 
they were, nonetheless, one of the 
important factual records of the 
war. 

“It is evident,” he wrote, “that 
deep-seated in the Nazi ideology 
was a deliberate plan to extermi- 
nate what they considered unde- 
sirable elements in the population, 
A full knowledge of all the facts 
pertaining to this global war is 
essential for an enlightened Amer- 
ican public and for those respon- 
sible statesmen who will be called 
upon to negotiate a world peace.” 

Children under 16 will not be 
admitted to the motion picture ex- 
hibitions.

plants, said his members would 
comply with the WLB’s back-to- 
work order. 

Until the board acts on the dis- 
pute a status quo, on interpreta- 
tion of the union's contract with 
the two companies will remain in 
effect, said Lloyd K. Garrison, 
acting chairman of the WLB.

Four silver trays engraved with 
Adolf Hitler’s initials and crest 
have been sent from Germany to 
Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Marcus, 4535 
Lindell boulevard, by their son, 
Staff Sgt. Bert Marcus, who until 
lately was living in the Fuehrer’s 
palace in Munich, 

The Marcuses received no ac- 
companying explanation with the 
parcel, which arrived Wednesday 
night, and they were somewhat 
astonished at the contents, Two 
of the oval trays are 25 by 17 
inches and the other pair measure 
19 by 14. 

Sgt. Marcus, 27-year-old infan- 
sei with the Seventh Army, 


reached Munich last April after 
campaigning through Africa, Sici- 
ly, Italy and France, He was 
quartered in Hitler’s palatial town 
residence, where Prime Minister 
Chamberlain stayed in 1938. 

Writing home of his new ac- 
commodations, the sergeant said: 
“The setup here isn’t bad. Nice 
of Hitler to fix it up for us. Quite 
a joint.” 

Recently, Sgt. Marcus was 
moved with an American occupy- 
ing unit to a farm town, The 
trays were the first souvenirs he 
has sent from Germany. His par- 
ents think they may offer them 
for exhibition here.

The long delayed approval of 
Dr. R. M. James of Joplin as Com- 
missioner of the State Board of 
Health also was given.

The 
system will be arranged to serve 
busses, street cars, elevated trains 
and railway engines operating 
within a areas.

PLANT WORKERS 
T0 BE RELEASED 


New Cutbacks to Affect 
McQuay - Norris Core 


Factory and Western 
Cartridge in Alton. 


Another 2600 war dntetete tn 
metropolitan St. Louis will be re- 
leased by the end of July as a 
result of further cutbacks an- 
nounced today by the War De- 
partment. Plants affected will be 
McQuay-Norris Manufacturing Co. 
bullet core division located at 
Siemers lane and Goodfellow 
boulevard, and Western Cartridge 
Co., East Alton. 

Manufacture of .30-caliber ball 
and frangible cartridges will be 
ended July 31 at the East Alton 
plant while production of .30- 
caliber carbine ammunition will 
be cut 67 per cent, the Army said. 
This change in production sched- 
ules will necessitate dismissal of 
1800 workers in July and another 
400 in Augustgand September, a 
company officer stated. 

Western Cartridge announced 
that many of the workers re- 
leased there from military produc- 
tion can be absorbed into civilian 
production of commercial ammu- 
nition, brass products and other 
items awaiting only” sufficient 
manpower to be put into produc- 
tion, 

Western Cartridge Co. is the par- 
ent organization of United States 
Cartridge Co., operators of the St. 
Louis Ordnance plant, whose pend- 
ing shutdown was announced of- 
ficially last Wednesday. 

Second Core Plant Cutback. 

The cutback at McQuay-Norris, 
supplementing one announced ear- 
lier this week, will result in the 
discharge of 1200 additional work- 
ers by next week. Sixty per cent 
of them will be women. Because 
of the previous cutback, 600 Mc- 
Quay-Norris workers were laid off 
this week. 

Termination schedules for the 
bullet core plant call for dismissal 
of 800 this weekend.- The remain- 
ing 400 will be released next week. 

Spokesmen for the company in- 
dicated about 1600 workers will be 
kept on the payroll at the bullet 
core plant to participate in a new 
production program expected to 
continue until the end of the war 
against Japan. 

Another addition to recently an- 
nounced plant closings was: made 
late yesterday by the War Depart- 
ment which said production of 
heavy axles and gears for military 
trucks at the Standard - Steel 
Spring Co., Madison, will end Sept. 
30, A majority of the company’s 
2100 employes will be discharged 
by then, the Army stated. 

To Be Released in Groups of 400. 

Groups of more than 400 will 
be laid off each in July and 
August and an even larger num- 
ber is scheduled to be released in 
September. The company hopes 
to give workers from 10 to 14 
days’ notice in advance of dis- 
charge, 

Other developments yesterday 
pertaining to cutbacks and layoffs 
included a unanimous recom- 
mendation by the Labor-Manage- 
ment Committee of the Area War 
Manpower Commission to remove 
employment ceilings and priority 
referrals here by July 1. The 
Committee will reconvene July 12 
to consider ending requirements 
of statements of availability for 
local workers. 

Compromise on Lifting Controls. 

Management members of the 
Committee, although sympathetic 
to the lifting of manpower con- 
trols, were hesitant about lifting 
them all at once, as had been de- 
sired by the labor members. They 
agreed to the compromise where- 
by some controls should be re- 
moved immeditely and 
within two. weeks. 

Thomas L. Gaukel, Area War

GURONER NAMES 
MANORS WIFE IN 
AILLING UF SAILOR 


Finds Mrs, Stevens Crim- 
inally Responsible — 
Tells of Alleged Illicit 
Love Affair. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., June 29 
(AP) Coroner Theodore E. 
Steiber today found Mrs. Imogene 
Stevens, 24 years old, criminally 
responsible in the death of Albert 
Kovacs, 19, submarine sailor whom 
the Army Major’s wife shot and 


killed in the home of a neighbor 
in New Canaan last Saturday 
night. 


The coroner said that police 
statements indicated that Mrs. 
Stevens was “under the influence 
of liquor and under a high emo- 
tional strain” when she fired but 
asserted that “the intoxicated con- 
dition of Mrs. Stevens does not ab- 
solve her from a charge of man- 
slaughter.” 

Steiber reported chemical analy- 
sis showed the victim, too, was 
“definitely under the influence of 
liquor.” 

From statements made to police 
by Mr. and Mrs. Charles Milton, 
in whose. home, adjoining that of 
the Stevens residence, the shoot- 
ing occurred, it would appear, said 
Stelber, that “an illicit love had 
existed between Mrs. Stevens and 
Mr. Milton which caused the 
Milton home to be broken up for 
a number of months.” 


Drinking Bout Alleged. 

On the night of the shooting, 
the coroner said, Mrs. Stevens and 
Mrs. Milton went to a Darien tav- 
ern and told the bartender they 
did not intend to leave until they 
had consumed at least 20 glasses 
of beer, 10 each, 

As the drinking party was fin- 
ished Milton joined the two 
women and to quote the coroner’s 
words, “he stated that both women 
were drunk. 

Then the Miltons and Mrs. Ste- 
vens went to the Stevens home 
where the coroner said “more 
liquor was consumed.” While that 
party was in progress the subject 
of Milton’s relations with Mrs. 
Stevens came up and “the feeling 
between Mrs, Stevens and the Mil- 
tons became so intense that Mrs. 
Milton showed her temper by tak- 
ing an ice pick and driving it 
through the screen and the win- 
dow of Mrs. Stevens’ house as she 
was passing the front door to go 
home,” 

The coroner said that “in re- 
prisal,” Mrs, Stevens dashed out of 
her house and threw a beer glass 
through a living room window in 
the Milton home.” ' 

Tells of Shooting. 

The coroner said that from the 
testimony of James D.-: Kovacs, 
it would appear that “the mere 
refusal of Albert to leave the 
Milton home when Ordered to do 
so by Mrs. Stevens produced three 
shots from the gun of Mrs. Stevens 
and caused his death.” 

James Kovacs, 29-year-old broth- 
er of the dead sailor, had driven 
him to the Milton home to see 
Faith Coombs, a former Norwalk 
High School classmate acting as 
maid for the Miltons’ three young 
children. 

Mrs. Stevens had told police 
shortly after that Albert Kovacs 


ordered the brothers to leave the 
house where she had found them. 
James Kovacs denied this in his 
inquest testimony. 

Mrs. Stevens's attorney said in 
an statement today: “No inference 
should be drawn as to the guilt or 
innocence of the defendant through 
the finding of the Coroner be- 
cause the hearing before him was 
merely an ex parte matter. The

Morgenthau Might Be Next 
in Line if Truman Died, 
Some Argue.

WASHINGTON, June 29, — Al- 
though President Truman accept- 
ed on Wednesday the resignation 
of Edward R. Stettinius Jr, as 
Secretary of State, effective im- 
mediately and announced that Jo- 
seph C. Grew would be acting sec- 
retary, congressional lawyers are 
arguing whether Secretary of the 
Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. 
would become President should 
Truman die before a Secretary of 
State can be confirmed. 

Those who are apprehensive 
that Morgenthau might become 
President are quoting a non-legal 
book, “Biographical Directory of 
the American Congress, 1774-1927,” 
compiled by a joint cdngression- 
al committee on prmting, which 
says in an explanatory foreword: 

“A cabinet officer is not ap- 
pointed for a fixed term and does 
not necessarily go out of office 
Pwith the President who appointed 
him, and, while it is customary 
to tender his resignation at the 
time a change of administration 
takes place, he remains formally 
at the head of his department 
until a successor is appointed.” 

This passage undoubtedly would 
be quoted again should anything 
happen to President Truman over 
the week-end, although it seems 
to refer to resignations at the 
time of a change of administra- 
tions. 

Jesse Jones told a Senate com- 
mittee that he considered himself 
Secretary of Commerce and head 
of the RFC after President Roose- 
velt had requested his resignation 
and he gave it. In the Roose- 
velt-Jones correspondence, how- 
ever, there was no effective date 
set and Jones continued to go to 
his office. He turned over the 
official duties to Acting Secretary 
of Commerce Wayne Chatfield 
Taylor after a few days. 

The Biographical Directory, of 
course, has no legal standing, but 
the present congressional argu- 
ments show the Washington inter- 
est in the | presidential succession.

Seeks to Cure War’s Causes. 


That, he continued, is the object 
of the San Francisco charter. It 
seeks, above all else, to cure the 
underlying causes of wars, to 
correct the frictions which lead 
to wars, to resolve disputes by 
peaceful means before they take 
on the suicidal magnitudes of 
war, to “lock the barn before the 
horse is stolen,’ 

As Vandenburg recalled Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower's words 
before Congress that the black- 
ness of the grief of those who 
mourn for sons lost in the war 
can be relieved only by the faith 
that this shall not happen again, 
an elderly woman in the gallery 
lowered her head and dabbed at 
her wet eyes with a handkerchief. 
It was clear that, she had lost 
someone in the war, and it was 
clear, too, that she was echoing 
the Senator’s fervent hope for 
peace on earth. 

In the gallery as Vandenberg 
spoke were 25 sailors in white, 30 
enlisted men in khaki, two nuns, 
and other listeners who sat in 
rapt attention, 


Vandenberg spoke emphatically, 
slowly and with obvious sincerity. 
He heaped high praise on Senator 
Tom Connally, the Democratic 
chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee and a delegate 
to the conference, who delivered 
his report to the Senate yesterday, 
and on former Secretary of State 
Edward R. Stettinius Jr. Without 
the faintest hint of partisianship 
at any time, Connally made it pos- 
sible for the Republican delegates 
to play their full role in the de- 
liberations, said Vandenberg. 

His voice was solemn and in- 
cisive as he declared that if the 
spirit of the authors of the char- 
ter can become the spirit of its 
evolution, it will bless the earth. 
While warning against ‘“precipi- 
tous haste” in ratification of the 
charter by Senate, he said on the 
other hand he would regret any 
needless or undue delay, as, the 
eyes of the world are upon this 
country’s action. 


Charter’s Real Power. 


He said he agreed with the 
necessity of the security council 
to have potential power to use 
‘force, but disagreed with those 
' who view that power as the real 
genius of the charter. On the 
contrary, he said, it is his con- 
viction that the great hope of 
the formula stems from its pro- 
visions for peaceful settlement of 
disputes before they ever reach 
the fighting stage.

ERMAN militarists and Junkers are “just as objectionable to us,” 
G- the Nazis and are being carefully screened by the Army, Maj. 
Gen. John H. Hilldring, director of the Civil Affairs Division of 


the War Department, said today. 


He added, in testimony before a 
Senate subcommittee, that the 
Army is seeking out “a very large 
number” of industrialists and is 
examining all persons connected 
with war plants, from the “chair- 
man of the board right down to 
the janitor.” 

Occupying authorities are 
aware, Gen. Hilldring said, that 
American efficiency and impa- 
tience with antiquated methods 
might result in modernizing and 
improving some forms of German 
life, and are prepared to combat 
any such tendency. 

“It is a factor we will not al- 
low to get out of control,” he said, 
“We intend to make the Germans 
do what we want done, and not do 
it ourselves.” 


Germans Hide Records. 

In a statement before the war 
mobilization subcommittee of the 
Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, Gen Hilldring mentioned 
some of the schemes employed by 
frantic officers of the I. G. Far- 
ben Co. to hide the records of 
their vast holdings from the ad- 
vancing Allies, and the problems 
the Army faces in attempting to 
find them. 

Allied Military Government 
troops entered Frankfurt, site of 
the main offices of I. G. Farben, 
“while the area was still under ar- 
tillery fire,” he said. 

“When the situation was first 
surveyed our people found six 
floors of the west wing of the 
main building piled high with a 
miscellaneous assortment of 
bound records, personal corre- 
spondence folders, and office 
equipment from various I. G. Far- 
ben administrative departments. 

“The floors of the rooms and 
halls were knee deep in sets of 
correspondence and files. The 
stair wells were waist deep in ma- 
terials that came out of the filing 
cabinets and drawers and had 
been given the appearance of 
trash. In one heap of rubbish 
we found the index to the foreign 
exchange system maintained by 
the industry.” 

“One of the members of the 
board of directors buried a large 
suitcase full of important docu- 
ments covering international 
agreements in his garden,” Gen. 
Hilldring continued. “Another, 
after appropriate persuasion, was 
found to have concealed various 
important documents in 60 loca- 
tions in Frankfurt.

Ten photographs and a detailed 
description of the weapon were 
smuggled to Sweden by a fishing 
smack and placed in the hands 
of the British authorities, who 
thereupon took violent measures 
to prepare against its use. 

It was at 1:15 p. m. on the 
August. afternoon that a_  V-1, 
launched experimentally from the 
German Baltic coast without an 
explosive charge, crashed near 
the village of Bodilsker. Almost 
immediately Comdr. Hasager 
Christiansen of the Danish Navy 
and Johannes Hansen, a local po- 
lice official, were on the _ spot. 
They used up a whole roll of 
film taking snapshots. sketched 
the profile carefully and recorded 
it on cardboard. They also noted 
that the weapon was 12 feet long 
and weighed about 1000 pounds. 

By the time the Germans rushed 
up at 3 p. m. to cart the thing 
away, the damage was done. 

Christiansen was caught by the 
Gestapo and beaten to within an 
inch of his life, but only after 
the films and details were safely 
in Sweden. So far as can be 
learned, neither of these men has 
yet received official recognition 
for his act.

Let’s Look at the Slums 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your recent splendid editorial, “For 
War on the Slums,” with the. accom- 
panying Fitzpatrick cartoon, “Must the 
City Decay?’’, was of particular interest 
to the League of Women Voters of St. 
Louis, coming as it did just at the time 
when they had planned a tour of the 
blighted areas and inspection of the 
housing projects already erected here— 
Carr “Square Village, Clinton-Peabody 
Terrace and Neighborhood Gardens. 

The League heartily agrees that the 
slums are “our biggest and ugliest and 
deadliest local problem.” It is a prob- 
lem that must be met not only by a far- 
sighted local administration, by enabling 
legislation and by co-ordination of inter- 
ested organizations, but by an informed 
and aroused citizenry as well. 

How are we going to accomplish this? 
One way, I believe, is to make the people 
really aware of the conditions that exist 
right here in their own city. When you 
write that many dwellings “have no run- 
ning water, let alone toilets and bath- 
tubs,” it is an appalling statement. And 
yet, such is human nature, unless people 
can actually see such conditions, they 
do not realize just how frightful they 
are. 

When people scoff at the idea that any 
Germans could have been unaware of 
what was taking place in the prison 
camps in their country, I often ask them 
if they have ever acquainted themselves 
with the living conditions of some of 
their fellow-citizens right here in St. 
Louis. It is easy enough to express dis- 
tress over the living conditions of the 
people of India; it is more difficult to 
concern ourselves with problems we can 
do something about right here at home. 

It might be helpful if we could have 
gome organized tours of the blighted 
areas such as Gen. Eisenhower conduct- 
ed in Germany. It would be splendid if 
we could have some public display of 
sium pictures, similar to the Post- 
Dispatch’s stirring display of the atrocity 
pictures. Possibly movies could be made 
of these slum areas and shown before 
civic organizations. 

These suggestions, I realize, would be 
a minuscule part of the solution to the 
vast slum-clearance problem. But any 
such community project must have or- 
ganized, intelligent public support, and 
-the basis of such support rests with an 
informed citizenry. 

St. Louisans, don’t be ostriches. Know 
your slums as well as you do your parks. 
Let’s be informed and then let’s act.

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Russia vs. J apan 


Soviet Russia’s determination to increase her 
strategic security is evidenced, by developments 
in Europe and Asia nearly every day. 
May, Moscow growled over the Japanese com- 
memoration of the fortieth anniversary of the 
battle of Tsushima Straits, where the fleet of 
Nicholas II was destroyed. Early this week, Pre- 
mier Soong of China left for Moscow to confer 
with Foreign Commissar Molotov. An Istanbul 
dispatch to the Manchester Guardian yesterday 
said that Stalin has demanded Russian bases in 
the Dardanelles. 

Most of the Kremlin moves are wrapped in 
ideological contentions, as are the April denuncia- 
tion of the Matsuoka agreement and this month’s 
charges of Turkish aid to Hitler. As Hanson W, 
Baldwin has said in the New York Times, it is 
difficult “‘to distinguish ideological from strate- 
gical considerations” in their propaganda, be- 
cause the two are always intertwined in Soviet 
calculations. It stands to reason, however, that 
basic national security against a war of encircle- 
ment is the activating principle of the Kremlin’s 
policy and procedure, as it was in the days of 
the Romanoffs. 

The Russians still believe, expert students of 
their past and present generally agree, that their 
national security demands strengthening of the 
frontiers both in the West and in the Far East, 
and warm-water ports in both regions. 

The Russians hope that the new peace organ- 
ization established at San Francisco will work, 
and Moscow dispatches insist that they have not 
signed with their fingers crossed. But their 
more immediate dependence is upon their own 
national strength appropriately implemented by 
well-placed military installations. 

They point to the fact that, since 1800, Euro- 
pean Russia has been invaded 14 times, and that 
four of these were really major struggles—Na- 
poleon’s in 1812; the Kaiser’s in 1917; the civil 
war from 1917 through 1921, in which Britain, 
France, Japan and the United States had anti- 
Bolshevik armies in the field; then, finally, Hit- 
ler’s undeclared attack of June 21, 1941. Poland 
and Turkey are the two sorest spots in Russian 
thinking. These wars from the West explain why 
the U.S.S.R. sets up buffer states and has put 
together controls all the way from Petsamo on 
the Arctic to the mouth of the Danube. 

Her Far Eastern frontiers are still acutely un- 
satisfactory from a security standpoint. Soviet 


Russia's only good port on the Pacific is Vladi- 


vostok, which is ice-bound three months every 
year. In addition, the whole area of the Mari- 
time Provinces is vulnerable to Japanese attack, 
and their supply from Russia’s industrial regions 
is made extremely difficult by Japanese control 
of Manchuria and Korea. Russia’s need for the 
recovery of the Southern part of Sakhalin is un- 
derstandable enough from a standpoint of pres- 
tige. But she must have a railroad from Chita 
to Harbin to Vladivostok to defend that region, 
and her case for the acquisition of Northern 
Manchuria is very strong. 

If she moves in the Far East, it is inevitable 
that she will go after Port Arthur, the year- 
round warm-water port she lost in 1905. Russia’s 
forces in Far Eastern Siberia must be strength- 
ening every week, as experienced forces move 
back from Western Europe. Not without reason 
has the United States been continuing our lend- 
lease of materiel to that army. 

War, like peace, is indivisible, and Russia’s self- 
interest—the force that motivates any nation in 
deliberately entering agwar—is almost bound to 
bring her into the conflict with Japan. 
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A Dangerous School Contract Bill 


A bill revising the provisions for letting St. 
Louis public school building-repair and altera- 
tion contracts, now pending in the Missouri Sen- 
ate, requires some public vigilance and protest. 

The present law provides that all jobs calling 
for more than $50 worth of work shall be au- 
thorized only by public bidding. -The new bill 
raises the limit to $500. 

The measure contains a new provision: That 
in cases where immediate repairs are needed to 
permit continuance of classes, the School Board 
may by majority vote make a contract without 
advertising for bids, up to a total of $5000. This 
may be in order for emergencies, but another 
innovation is highly dubious. It provides that 
the board may, without advertising for bids or 
letting contracts, authorize alterations, additions, 
repairs and erection of new buildings if the total 
labor cost does not exceed $2500. 

This last item would make many abuses pos- 
sible. Materials and supplies totaling $40,000 
or $50,000 could be purchased without public 
bidding, provided only that the labor cost did 
not exceed $2500. Favoritism and collusion could 
creep in, and the public would be helpless; in 
fact, it would not even know what was going on. 

St. Louisans know the necessity for insisting 
on full publicity on public school affairs. Public 
bidding on repair jobs of any size is essential 
for economy and efficiency. The present ‘bill, 
with its sweeping reduction of the bidding re- 
quirements, should receive some strong protests. 
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The Red-Hot British Campaign 

The general electiovis race in Britain goes into 
the home stretch with little more decorum than 
that celebrated Eatanswill campaign which Dick- 
ens’s Mr. Pickwick observed at close hand. There 
will be, of course, no record of kidnaping con- 
stituents, or of getting others too happily intox- 
icated to vote, or of importing still others by 
stagecoach from London to outlying voting places. 
But the peregrinating Pickwick would find both 
the press and the political issues surprisingly 
familiar. 

“Obscure Laski caucus will give orders,” scare- 
headlines Lord Beaverbrook’s Daily Express in 
warning of the country’s dire fate if the opposi- 
tion goes in. “A foreign policy? How dare the 
Tories boast?’ snorts the Laborite Daily Herald, 
in headline space once reserved for such events 
as the Rhine crossing or the fall of Berlin. And 
the Daily Express replies, on Page 1, with in- 
timations of leashed fury that may explode at 
any moment: “‘To make space for Mr. Churchill's 
broadcast speech, all reports of attacks on Lord 
Beaverbrook last night have been held over.” 

Of course, nobody believes, as the opposition 
charges, that the present Prime Minister is play- 
ing Charlie McCarthy to the Beaver’s Bergen, 
even though Churchill's campaign addresses are 
sometimes described as “Churchill at Beaver- 
brook’s worst.” Nor does anybody really believe,

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as the Tories charge, that the professorial, phil- 
osophical Laski has a Bolshevik basement arsenal 
all ready to run a Labor regime Gestapo style. 

What practically everybody is ready to believe 
is that if this kind of heckling and issue-dodging 
is the result of 10 years without elections, then 
Commons needs a house-cleaning every year or 
so. And incidentally, if our own quadrennial 
field day comes in for any more dignified Brit- 
ish criticism after this kind of ‘‘comic opera,” 
as Herbert Morrison calls it, it had better be 
very, very sotto voce. 


Bilbo’s Filibuster 

Senator Bilbo, the stuck whistle from Missis- 
sippi, is treating the nation to a spectacle of 
outrageous behavior that does us grave discredit 
in time of war. 

Not only was he prepared, as he announced, to 
“talk until Christmas if necessary” to filibuster 
to death a $446,200 appropriation continuing the 
Fair Employment Practice Commission for an- 
other year. He has also been blandly willing to 
hold up an $800,000,000 war agencies appropria- 
tions bill; consume the precious time of an ex- 
tremely busy Senate through two straight ses- 
sions; provoke a midnight attempt to silence him 
by invoking the cloture rule that routed many of 
his colleagues out of bed so that a quorum could 
be obtained. 

He may even drag his petty battle on to the 
very day and hour when President Truman is 
to present the San Francisco Charter to the Sen- 
ate—a fine send-off for a document dedicated to 
the building of a better world: 

The record of the House Rules Committee in 
the matter is less florid but no better. It has 
just as blandly bottled up action on FEPC and 
refused to release it to the floor. 

The merits of the FEPC issue are not in ques- 
tion. The agency, headed by Malcolm Ross, has 
done quietly brilliant work throughout the war 
to combat discrimination in war plants, promote 
wartime respect for civil liberties, solve’ man- 
power shortages by encouraging employment of 
workers on the basis of merit without racial or 
creedal prejudice. All this has been done by 
persuasion, not coercion. Majorities in, both 
House and Senate believe that FEPC should be 
continued at léast until Japan is beaten. 

And therein lies the disgrace. Democratic gov- 
ernment—rule of the majority—can be made a 
foolish fiction in the very law-making body that 
should be its stronghold. Majority will can be 
frustrated in the Rules Committee by a quirk of 
parliamentary procedure and the intransigence 
of stubborn men. Majority will can be utterly 
defeated by a comic, blunt and obsolescent weap- 
on, filibuster, which is repeatedly used to do in 
those very rights it was once designed to protect. 

Bigger than blustering Bilbo, bigger than FEPC 
and the hope of compromising the problem it 
now presents, larger than anything before House 
or Senate, is the need to do away with these 
parliamentary anachronisms that keep democ- 
racy from working. 
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Union Electric’s Smoke Abatement

plant. It could also be extremely good news to 
East Side communities, if they would make it the 
start of a general smoke-elimination effort.

The commission has a clear mandate to elim- 
inate the basis for complaints of high-handed- 
ness and unfairness, and the Governor has made 
it plain that he will give the reorganization con- 
tinued personal attention. When the Legislature 
reconvenes in September, there should be enough 
visible progress to wither the Quinn bill’s sup- 
port, if it is then approached with open eyes. 

This breathing space, however, does not mean 
that those who oppose the bill on principle can 
afford to relax. Prudence demands that they 
continue to perfect their arguments. Good faith 
demands that they seek full understanding of 
the complaints and keep a close watch on the 
commission reorganization. 

The object is a fair, efficient, economical sys- 
tem. The interest in such a system appertains 
to cities and countryside alike. Keep that inter- 
est active during the calm intervals, and perhaps 
there will be fewer future crises to stave off. 
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The German who disclosed the whereabouts 
of the Reich’s radium hoard wanted as his re- 
ward only a ticket to a Charlie Chaplin movie. 
Why not give him an ice cream cone, too? 
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*“Minimum Price’ Act Now 

Whatever the final outcome may be, the State 
Senate honored intellectual honesty in changing 
the label on the retail price-fixing bill from Fair 
Trade Act to Minimum Price Act. Fairness or 
unfairness never had anything to do with it. The 
name was only a front for legalized conspiracy 
between manufacturers and trade associations to 
keep any dealer in trademarked goods from sell- 
ing cheaper than his fellows. 

Giving the bill an accurate label should fa- 
cilitate dispassionate consideration of its effects. 
One effect is to force price increases; otherwise 
minimum prices would be meaningless. Increases 
would bear especially hard on people of low in- 
come. Adopting the Allison amendment, which 
would exempt most “necessities,” should there- 
fore be the Senate's logical next step. 

We hope, of course, that the final step will be 
to reject whatever still remains of the bill, for 
it would be a dangerous precedent even in lim- 
ited form,

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


As chairman of the St. Louis Chapter, 
Knights of Columbus, I write to protest 
most emphatically the wholly unwarranted, 
un-Christian and un-American philosophy 
set forth in your editorials of June 8 and 
11, relative to the retarded educational de- 
velopment of St. Louis public school chil- 
dren. 

In that of June 8, you say that “the whole 
policy of excusing pupils to attend regular 
religious instruction should be re-exam- 
ined.” This implies that the backwardness 
of public school children is due, in some 
degree at least, to the fact that some pupils 
spend one hour each week studying the 
most important subject of all, and thereby 
neglect other subjects. 

This same sentence is the opening line 
in your editorial of June 11. You com- 
pletely ignore the fact that children in 
the Catholic parochial schools—here and 
throughout the nation—devote approxi- 
mately one hour EACH DAY to the study 
of religion, yet have no difficulty what- 
ever in holding thejr own with public 
school pupils in all sections of the country 
in any subject taught in both groups of 
schools. 


Not in Accord With Facts 


Your complaint that “religious activities 

. consume seven or eight full days out 

of the schoo] year’s 190 days,” and your 

inference that the backward development 

of public school pupils may be due largely 

to the time devoted by them to religious 

instruction, are obviously not at all in ac- 
cord with the facts. 

On June 11 you stated that “a sound 
American principle is the separation of 
church and state.” 

This is absolutely true, and we certainly 
have no desire to change this principle. 
“But,” as Msgr. Fulton J. Sheen observed 
in a broadcast over your station, “our 
country was not founded on the principle 
of the separation of religion and the state. 
Our Founding Fathers intended that no 
particular religion should be the national 
religion, but they never intended that the 
state should be devoid of religion.” 

Nor was Msgr. Sheen alone in according 
to religious instruction not merely a place 
in education, but the most important place 
of all. The first President of the United 
States pointed out that, “of all the disposi- 
tions and habits which lead to political 
prosperity, religion and morality are indis- 


pensable supports. In vain would that man 
claim the tribute of patriotism who should 
labor to subvert these great pillars of hu- 
man happiness.” 


Years after Washington, Calvin Coolidge 
said that “unless our people are _ thor- 
oughly instructed in the great truths of 
religion, they are not fitted to understand 
our institutions or to provide them with 
adequate support.” 

Just five years ago, President Roosevelt 
Stated: “Practical steps should be taken 
to make available to children and youth, 
through education, the resources of religion 
as an important factor in the democratic 
way of life and in the development of per- 
sonal and social integrity.” 

From the 1930 White House Conference 
came the statement that, of the 30,000,000 
children in the United States between the 
ages of 5 and 17, 16,000,000 received no re- 
ligious education whatsoever. 


Religious Influences Needed 


This growing irreligious element, consist- 
ing of those devoid of all training in re- 
ligion and morality, prompted President 
Roosevelt to say: “We are concerned about 
the children who are outside the reach of 
religious influences and are denied help in 
attaining faith in an ordered universe, and 
in the Fatherhood of God.” 

The Northwest Ordinance of 1787 de- 
clared that “schools and the means of edu- 
cation shall forever be encouraged,” be- 
cause “religion, morality and knowledge” 
are necessary to good government and the 
happiness of mankind. And William Penn 
warned: “Men must be governed by God 
or they will be ruled by tyrants.” 

All of this is in direct contradiction to 
the whole fabric of your editorials of June 
8 and June 11, but in complete harmony 
with the view point of that very large Chris- 
tian segment of St. Louis which built this 
city and peoples it today. 

This chapter of the Knights of Columbus, 
comprising 20 councils in the City and 
County of St, Louis, feels confident your 
belief in the freedom of the press will 
prompt your immediate correction of the 
false impression created in these editorials 
by giving due recognition to this letter,

Problem of Re-educating the German Youth 


From the Berner Tagwacht, Bern, Switzerland; Transmitted by OWI 


One of the most difficult problems of the 
political reconstruction of Germany is the 
re-education of German youth. German 
youngsters from 10 to 25 know nothing but 
the spirit of National Socialism; they are 
infected with it, as with a disease, Not 
even the military defeat of Germany has 
changed anything in this respect. Just the 
other day a 14-year-old former Hitler Youth 
called across the border to a Swiss guard: 
“Well, now you Swiss are probably no 
longer afraid of us. But wait; what is 
postponed is by no means forgotten, . .” 

Schools have been closed in Germany for 
a long time, and in order to reopen them, 
it is first necessary to find the right type 
of teachers. Most of the deplorable inci- 


dents now occurring in occupied Germany, 
such as the tearing down and soiling of 
Allied posters and instructions, are almost 
without exception the misdeeds of German 
youngsters who still believe in Hitler, and 
consider Germany's occupation by foreign 
troops an injustice to the master race. 
One can even hear the version from these 
Hitler youngsters that Germany would 
have won the war if the Wehrmacht would 
not have failed. 
the-back legend is thus in the making, and 
it will take years before the German youth 
of today will have learned to understand 
what really happened. And it will take 
years before it will be mentally ready to 
be taught a different political approach.

Case Is Made for Annual Wage 
By Two Writers’ Timely Book 


‘Guaranteed Annual Wages,” by Jack Chernick and 
George C. Hellickson, (University of Minnesots 
Press, Minneapolis.) 

A guarantee of 52 weeks’ pay per year 
would mean stable incomes, greater secur- 
ity and peace of mind for workers. It 
should mean stabilized production for in- 
dustry. But is the plan fedsible for wide- 
spread adoption? To learn the answer, 
President Roosevelt three weeks before his 
death ordered a thorough study of the pro- 
posal. Since the subject is now widely dis- 
cussed by management and labor alike, this 
book—by a University of Manitoba econ- 
omist and a Minneapolis newspaper man— 
is most timely, 

One answer can be found in actual ex- 
perience. Case histories are presented in 
detail for three large firms which have 
used the plan for years: Procter & Gamble, 
Nunn-Bush Shoe Co. and Hormel & Co, 
meat packers. William Cooper Procter de- 
cided in 1923 that shutdowns and layoffs 
were unnecessary since “people use about 
as much soap one month as another.” The 
same is largely true of shoes, but the really 
difficult test was that met by the Hormel 
firm, in a highly seasonal industry.

The answer there was not uniform pro- 
duction, but uniform pay, by means of pro- 
duction quotas, bonuses and extra time al- 
lowances. The workers opposed the plan 
at first, for they considered it a speed-up 
scheme, and went on strike against it in 
1933. “Now,” says the president of the 
union local, “we'd call a strike if they 
tried to take it away from us.” The com- 
pany, with lower overhead and labor turn- 
over, is equally enthusiastic. 

From such results, the authors conclude 
the plan is feasible even for the building 
industry. They deny that weather is a 
major handicap in that field, and quote a 
1921 Government report holding “custom, 
not climate,” mainly responsible for its ir- 
regular work schedule, which means higher 
hourly rates and less building, hence less 
employment. 

The case of a Wisconsin firm that eme- 
ployed men by the year, at monthly salaries, 
is cited, This firm equipped itself for cold- 
weather work, planned its jobs ahead and 
went after winter contracts. In the first 
winter, its crews worked 90 per cent of full 
time. The workers’ income is 20 per cent 
higher than formerly, and the company also 
has profited.

The writers are convinced that the pres- 
ent wage system for day labor is obsolete, 
Bishop Shiel is quoted: “I believe that the 
guaranteed annual wage for the work- 
ing man is just; it is socially necessary; it 
ig economically feasible; it is a democratic 
imperative.” 

Chernick and Hellickson do not present 
the plan as a panacea, but as an essential 
part of a full-employment program. They 
are against imposing it by law; collective 
bargaining and union-management co- 
operation are urged as the proper means. 

The case for the plan can be summed 
up in two quotations, Col, Procter said: “It 
has paid, better than any other labor thing 
we ever did—I mean in dollars and cents.” 
Henry L. Nunn said: “No man can be ex- 
pected to give his greatest skill or best 
loyalty to a job that discards him when 
trouble comes.”

V-2’s Potentialities. 


Background for this prediction 
are studies made by Americans 
and British, who lead the field in 
physics and electronics, They have 
thoroughly analyzed the V-2, the 
German stratosphere weapon, and 
its potentialities. Their conclu- 
sions are more sensational than 
anything hitherto disclosed. 

If the Germans had used only 
five times as much power in pro- 
jecting their V-2, they could have 
sent it 200 miles into the upper 
atmosphere. At this height the 
projectiles would be caught in the 
pull of the earth's orbit.

The Five Needed Factors. 


No country can be a_ world 
power without manpower, indus- 
trial development of its great nat- 
ural resources or free access. to 
them, intellectual leadeship and 
a favorable geographic space situ- 
ation. 

All five of these are gone for 
Germany. Demographically she 
has been declining, like all the 
West, for generations, except for 
a brief artificial spurt under Hit- 
ler. Her losses in population in 
this war, though not yet even ap- 
proximated, are staggering and 
include not only the war dead or 
totally incapacitated, but the great 
losses of children in bombings. It 
is possible she has lost, through 
productive years, the bulk of her 
prisoners in Russia. No German 
family has heard from them since 
January and it is believed they 
are to be held for Russian labor 
reconstruction. 

Germany never again can draw 
on the rich manpower and natu- 
ral resources of Eastern and South- 
eastern Europe, for they are in 
the Russian defense system.

Once Muckerman, equipped with 
asbestos gloves, Was throwing 
red-hot shell casings from one of 
the ship’s guns over the side, when 
a Japanese plane approached, He 
picked his spot, and ran for cover. 
Four men who had been with him 
were strafed to death. 

Shortly afterwards the bomb 
landed which knocked him out. 
Bones of his lower and upper right 
leg were bent by the concussion, 
and a shall fragment entered his 
left foot. He later recovered from 
his injuries. He now wears the 
Purple Heart. 

Muckerman, whose parents live 
at 2 Forest Ridge, Clayton, served 
in Europe on the Laffey before 
going into the Pacific. In the in- 
vasion of southern France, an 
eight-inch German _ shel] tore 
through the destroyer’s bow—but 
it was a dud.

But it is generally felt in the 
Pacific that the fight—if it is to 
be a fight—for the continued in- 
dependence+of the Twentieth Air 
Force, and for the concept which 
it represents as the quickest and 
most effective postwar weapon 
for the enforcement of peace, will 
have to be made by Gen. Arnold 
himself. 

Out of Worst Jungles. 

In ground force matters several 
former European commanders 
now in the Pacific made an agree- 
able finding. The great distances 
that the fighting has moved north- 
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ward since the days of Guadal- 
canal has carried the main actions 
out of the worst jungle areas, 

Many leaders I had just left in 
Europe thought their troops must 
undergo a long period of training 
for the Pacific. But in the Pacific 
the idea has grown that little 
training wil] be necessary. 

The most complicated and time- 
consuming feature in any training 
is in the technique of amphibious 
landings, such as our Pacific vet- 
erans have mastered and more of 
which are obviously ahead of 
them, But most troops to be re- 
deployed from Europe have had 
that training, too. The famous 
Third Division, for instance, made 
seven amphibious landings in 
North Africa, Sicily, Italy and 
southern France. 

The basic problem of transfer- 
ing our vast forces becomes not 
the presence of so much water 
but the presénce of so little land. 
Staging areas for added troops 
must have harbors. Co-ordinated 
attacks have to be assembled from 
reasonably close bases. There are 
limits to the number of ground 
armies you can install on even 
such a place as Okinawa if you 
expect to move them off in a 


general attack, just as there are 
limits to the number of airfields 
that can be installed.

Allies Knew Routine. 

He disclosed that Allied agents 
knew practically the daily routine 
at Germany's rocket experimental 
station at Peenemunde. That was 
how Allied bombers killed some 
2500 scientists by attacking Peene- 
munde when operations were at 
a peak, he said. The Germans 
started rocket development in 
1932, he continued. 

Keck said that at the end of the 
war the Nazi program called for 
development of a rocket with a 


range up to 1800 miles and due to 
be ready in another six months. 
This, the scientists believed, could 
be improved within five to 10 
years to speed a ton of mail from 
Paris to New York in 40 minutes. 
Keck said these same scientists 
believe that within 50 to 100 years 
access could be gained to a region 
5100 miles above earth where they 
believe that gravity ceases to 
exist. 

He quoted the Germans as say- 
ing that “once this is achieved, 
space stations can be established 
for the use of astronomers, ob- 
servers and other scientists, Then 
others could be built leading to 
the construction of a large re- 
flector for focusing the sun's rays 
onto the earth for power generat- 
ing purposes.” 


Sun as a Weapon. 

Keck said one German scientist 
calculated that the sun’s rays 
could be directed to a receiving 
station on the ground where heat 
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energy would be converted into 
electrical energy. 

This development also leads to 
'a third objective which German 
scientists said would be a “terrible 
'thing.” They pointed out that by 
focusing the reflector, with the 
aid of radio control, the sun’s rays 
could be used to kill human beings 
instantly and turn. great bodies of 
'water into steam, kindle forests 
‘and wipe out cities, 
| Keck said one of the first things 
the ordnance intelligence discov- 
ered after the Normandy landings 
| was an undisclosed number of 15- 
centimeter guns (5.9 inches) em- 
_ bedded in the Channel cliffs and 
all “zeroed in” on London. 

He described these fantastic de- 
vices as having a barrel 400 feet 
long with booster chambers every 
12 feet. Projectiles with an 82- 
mile range were started off with 
a rocket propellent and boosted 
by electric detonatidn and could 
be fired at five-second intervals. 

It was not known whether the 
Germans ever fired this weapon,

S this is the beginning of 
A snake season, it is in order te 
give a brief summary of the 
dangers and treatment. Snake 
venom varies in color from a deep 
amber to a colorless fluid. Hemo- 
toxin (dissolution of red blood 
corpuscles) and neurotoxin (de- 
struction of nerve fibres) are the 
elements composing snake ven- 
oms. Their toxicity and amount 
varies in different kinds of 
snakes. These toxins are separable 
and may exert their influence indi- 
vidually. The hemotoxins destroy 
red blood: cells and tissue and the 
neurotoxins affect the nerve cen- 
ters, especially the sympathetic 
system and the phrenic nerve. 
Hemotoxin produces severe swell- 
ing, extravasation of blood, dis- 
coloration, etc. The neurotoxin is 
devoid of swelling, but paralyzes 
the thoracic muscles and induces 
suffocation and sometimes death. 
It is obvious then that snake 
bite is serious, though not neces- 
sarily fatal. This should make 
everyone skeptical about becom- 
ing friendly or playful with 
snakes. The treatment of snake 
bite may be divided into three 
phases, first-aid, early local care, 


and subsequent care of late and. 


systemic manifestations. The gen- 
eral treatment is directed toward 
removing the venom-laden lymph 
by means of incision and suction, 
relief of pain and prevention of 
infection. A soft rubber tourniquet 
is applied just above the area of 


swelling or if no swelling just 
above the bite. 

If no rubber tourniquet is handy 
any quickly devised constrictor 
will do. Pressure. is constantly 
applied and sufficient to allow 
blood to flow, but tight enough to 
occlude -the lymphatics so the 
lymph and venom do not spread. 
The area surrounding the bite is 
washed with an antiseptic to re- 
move surface venom and free in- 
cision made and suction carried 
out. Antitetanus antitoxin is sug- 
gested as the tetanus bacillus has 
been found in the mouths of 
rattlesnakes. 

Supportive treatment indl- 
cated with stimulants. Blood 
transfusions are necessary if the 
red blood count is diminished and 
specific antivenin administered by 
hypodermic, either under the skin 
or.in the muscle, or directly in 
the vein if the severity of the 
case warrants. As in most all 
cases of acute poisoning, prompt 
medical care is essential. Persons 
subjecting themselves to the pos- 
sibility of snake bite, whether 
pleasure bent or otherwise, should 
carry a small kit with emergencies 
necessary to combat snake bite 
immediately. This is especially 
true of the local area involved. 
Proceed rapidly to your doctor or 
hospital for the systematic and 
supportive treatment.

A at the Warwick State Training 

School for Boys are very beau- 
tifully equipped, and the boys who 
work in them were enthusiastic 
about the possibilities of learning 
a trade.

On inquiry, we 
found that at present there was 
difficulty in getting materials for 
the boys to work with. 

I could not help thinking of a 
camp for convalescent soldiers 
which I saw in a valley some- 
where in New Caledonia. Two 
young Red Cross workers’ were 
teaching handicrafts. Materials to 
work with were scarce, probably 
somewhat scarcer than in War- 
wick, N. Y, at the present time. 
But the Red Cross workers had 
taken a little truck and scoured 
the island; and everyone who 
wanted to work was at work, I 
wonder if a similar amount of in- 
genuity could produce some ma- 
terials even here tn the year 1945? 

We were shown a room in which 
commercial art was being taught, 
and were told that about eight 


boys usually made up the class.

.type of work were allowed to 


spend here the five hours a day 
allotted to the project. When we 
asked whether artistic expression 
sometimes did not have therapeu- 
tic value for boys without special 
talent, we were told that undoubt- 
edly it had, and even much dis- 
turbed children improved when 
they had the release of artistic ex- 
pression. Nevertheless, the usual 
class was eight and it was limited 
to boys showing real talent. 

I inquired whether band music 
or group singing were a part of 
the training in the arts, since 
music and dancing would prob- 
ably be two of the most popular 
forms of artistic expression where 
the percentage of colored boys is 
so high. I could not find that 
either one was a part of the train- 
ing or the recreational program. 

We learned that one bath a 
week is the rule in the cottages— 
at least, it is the rule in the one 
our party visited. I imagine their 
theory coincides with my grand- 
mother’s. When we were children, 
a Saturday night hot bath was all 
that was required of us, although 
we did have to sponge off with 
cold water every morning. We 
were fairly active children; but 
we were not doing eight hours of 
work, which many of these boys 
are doing both on the grounds 
and for farmers in the neighbor- 
hood. The boys like the work and, 
when it is not too heavy, I am 
sure it is good for them. But I 
don’t see why, in these days, there 
has to be a rule curtailing baths— 
unles the water supply is low. 

Dr. Williams has always seemed 
to me a charming person, with 
impeccable theories. Yet I came 
away with the feeling that some- 
one in authority was showing very 
little real love and understanding 
toward the boys. Of course, there 
are bad boys. But what has made 
them so? I should like to pursue 
Qiis further tomorrow.

CIANO’'S DIARY: Poland Invaded 


Hitler Goes to War, but Mussolini, His Partner, Remains on the Sidelines 


This is the sixth article from 
the diary of Count Ciano, Mus- 
solini’s son-in-law. The Axis, 
minus Italy, goes to war.

USSOLINI made a last effort 
M: blackmail the Germans for 

17,000,000 tons of military sup- 
plies as the price for entering a 
war he knew he couldn't fight, it 
is disclosed in the diary of Count 
Ciano, his son-in-law, for the clos- 
ing days of August, 1939. 


For a time Il Duce aspired to 
the mantle of peacemaker, but he 
wore it poorly and cynically. . As 
hostilities approached, he began 
to hope the war would be “long, 
hard and bloody” for everybody 
but the Italians. Ciano ran up 
bankrupt Italy’s telephone Dill 
with frantic long distance calls. 

Il Duce alternately was lion and 
lamb. His advisers wer- divided. 
One even suggested war would be 
popular with the Italian women 
because they would be rid of their 
husbands and draw six lira a day 
in addition. 

Ciano went to Tirana, Albania, 
Aug. 19 and then to Valona, but 
an urgent telegram summoned 
him back to Rome Aug. 20. He 
wrote: 

Aug. 20—"In my absence Il 
Duce has done an about-face, He 
wants to support Germany in the 
conflict, which is now close at 
hand, . , Conference between 
Mussolini, Attolico (ambassador to 
Berlin), and myself. This is the 
substance: It is too late already 
to go back on the Germans. The 
press of the whole world would 
say that Italy is cowardly, that it 
is not prepared, and that it had 
withdrawn in the face of the 
threat of war.” 

Aug. 21 — “Today I’ve spoken 
clearly. ‘Duce, you must not do 
it.... At Salzburg I found myself 
face to face with an ultimatum. 
Not we, but the Germans have be- 
trayed the alliance, ... Tear up 
the pact. Throw it in Hitler’s ny ee 
and Europe will recognize in you 
the natural leader of the anti- 
German crusade. Do you want me 
to go to Salzburg? Very well, I’ 
shall go and shall speak to the 
Germans as they should be spoker. 
to. Hitler will not make me put 
aside my cigarette as he did 
Schushnigg (former Austrian 
premier).’ 

“He was very much impressed 
and approved my suggestion to 
ask Von Ribbentrop to come to 
the Brenner Pass. ... We tele 
phoned Von Ribbentrop, who was 
unavailable. Finally, at 5:30 p.m., 
I speak to hi He says that he 
cannot give mé an answer because 
‘he is waiting for an ».important 
message from Moscow and will 
telephone me during the eve- 
ning.’” 

Aug. 22—“At 10:30 last night a 
scene occurred. Von Ribbentrop 
phoned that he would rather see 
me at Innsbruck than at the fron- 
tier because he was to leave later 
for Moscow, to sign a political 
agreement.... (The German-Rus- 
sian noMn-aggression pact.) The 
Germans have struck a master 
blow. All Europe is upset. ... 
We must wait and be ready our- 
selves to gain something in Croa- 
tia and Dalmatia. ... The repre- 
sentatives of the democratic coun- 
tries are inclined to underrate the 
incident.” 

Aug. 23—"The day is charged 
and threatening. ... France and 
England let it be known they will 
intervene, . ..Il Duce authorized 
me to present to Percy Loraine 
(British ambassador) a solution 
based on the preliminary return 
of Danzig to the Reich, after 
which there would be negotiations 
and a general peace conference. 

. » Percy Loraine fainted, or al- 
most fainted in my arms. He re- 
tired to the toilet. 

“Francois-Poncet (French am- 
bassador), discouraged and pessi- 
mistic, repeats that France will 
fight. ... Weizsaecker (Nazi sec- 
retary of state for foreign affairs) 
telephones from the Berghof to 
relay Hitler's harsh reply to the 
British ambassador. Another hope 
is gone. 

“Tl Duce is warlike tonight. ... 
He has received Pariani (Italian 
chief of staff) who gave him good 
news of the army’s condition, 
Pariani ig a traitor and a liar.” 

“Phillips (United States ambas- 
sador) brings a long message from 
Roosevelt for the King. It doesn’t 
seem to make much sense.” 

(Editor’s Note: This refers to a 
message from President Roose- 
velt appealing to the Italians to 
try to stop war in Europe. “The 
unheard voices of countless mil- 
lions of human beings ask that 
they shall not be vainly sacrificed 
again,” Mr. Roosevelt said.) ~ 

Aug. 24—“I went to Sant’ Anna 
di Valdieri to confer with the 
King. ...iIn his judgment we are 
absolutely in no condition to wage 
war, The army is in a ‘pitiful’ 
state. ... Even the defense of 
our frontier is insuffiicent. ... 
He is convinced the French can 
pierce it with ease. The officers 
of the Italian army are of poor 
quality and our equipment is old 
and obsolete. ... Six months of 
neutrality will give us greater 
strength. 

“In the event of conflict, he 
hopes that Il Duce will give the 
Prince of Piedmont (King Victor's 
son, Prince Humbert) a command, 
‘Those two imbeciles from Ber- 
gamo and from Pistoria (the 
King’s nephews) have one; my 
gon can have one, too.’” 

Aug. 25—“During the night I 
had a telephone conversation with 
Von Ribbentrop who says the 
situation is becoming ‘critical’ be- 
cause of the usuc! ‘Polish provoca-

tions’. . . . I succeed in having 
Il Duce approve a communication 
to Hitler announcing our nonin- 
tervention for the time being. . 

I was very happy over this result 
but Il Duce recalls me to Palazzo 
Venezia. 

“He has changed his mind. He 
fears the Germans and wants to 
intervent at once, It is useless 
SO siruewie. . . <« 

“2 p.m. I hear of a message 
from Hitler to Il Duce. It .is 
couched in abstract language but 
gives one to understand that the 
action will begin shortly. It asks 
for ‘Italian understanding.’ 


“I use this phrase to persuade 
Il Duce to write to Hitler that we 
are unprepared for war, and that 
we shall go into it only if he will 
furnish us all the equipment and 
raw materials we require, se 
German reaction is cool. Von 
Mackensen (German ambassador) 
brings a b-ief note at 9:30 p.m. in 
which we are requested to make a 
complete list of what we need.... 
He hopes this will put the brakes 
on his government.. .” 


Aug. 26—“Berlin is showering 
us with requests for the list. ... 
We go over it, It’s enough to kill 
a bull, if a bull could read. Alone 
with Il Duce, we prepare a mes- 
sage to Hitler. We explain why 
Italy absolutely cannot begin war 
without such provisions. - 
Transmitting our requests, Atto- 
lico gets into difficulty. He asks 
sor immediate delivery, an impos- 
sibility, since it involves 17,000,000 
tons which would require too 
many cars for its transport... 


Hitler’s reply arrives. He can 
give us only iron, coal, lumber, 
only a few anti-aircraft batteries. 
He says he understands our dif- 
ficulties, and asks our friendship. 


“He proposes to annihilate Pol- 
and, Poland alone, and to defeat 
France and England... Il Duce 
expresses his regret for being un- 
able to intervene. He is really con- 
fused, His military instincts and 
his sense of honor were leading 
him to war. Now reason has 
halted him. ... For Il Duce this 
is a great blow.” 


Aug. 27—“Halifax (British for- 
eign minister) has informed us 
courteously that measures taken 
in the Mediterranean must not be 
interpreted as preliminary to hoa- 
tility against us, ,.. Hitler still is 
determined to go to war, and 
makes three requests. 

1. That we not make known 
our decision for neutrality until 
it is absolutely necessary; 

2. That we continue our mili- 
tary preparations to check the 
French and British, and, 

3. That we send agricultural 
and industrial workers to Ger- 
many. I1l Duce concurs in all 
this, and promises to revise our 
position after the initial phase of 
the conflict. 

“Meanwhile a singular incident 
occurs. They (the British) com- 
municate to us the text of Ger- 
man proposals for an alliance, or 
what seems equivalent to it. This 
was made naturally without our 
knowledge. ... 


We decide to make 


direct contact with Halifax. 

“In this move I have been aban- 
doned completely by the large 
group who are concerned with tell- 
ing Il Duce only those things that 
will please him. Starace (Fascist 
party secretary) tells Mussolini 
that the Italian women are happy 
about the war becaue they will re- 
ceive six lira a day and will not 
be encumbered by their husbands. 
How shameful! 

“Ribbentrop ... has answered 
that there is little chance for 
peace and that Henderson (British 
Ambassador in Berlin) has gone 
to London t6 express his views 
only. Could there ever be a big- 
ger scoundrel than Von Ribben- 
trop? ... Hitler has spoken in 
strong language to the deputies of 
the Reich in secret meeting.” 

Aug. 28.—"“The day, so to speak, 
was quiet. Magistrati said the 
pause resulted from the need of 
the Germans to send troops to the 
Western front... . Il Duce now is 
serene, He does not want to say 
the word ‘neutrality’ but he has 
entered this frame of mind. He 
even begins to hope that the strug- 
gle will be long, hard and bloody 
for others. In this he sees great 
advantages for us.” 

Aug. 29—“Il Duce is nervous. 
Certain articles in the British 
press which speak of the neces- 
sity for Italian neutrality have 
had a bad effect on him, 
Halifax telephones that the 
Fuehrer has not rejected the Brit- 
ish proposals. . . Attolico, who 
has conferred with Ribbentrop, 
says more or less the same... . 
I persuade Il Duce to send a tele- 
gram to Hitler to advise him to 
follow the path of negotiation.” 

Aug. 30—"The situation is em- 
bittered again. The British an- 
swer does not close the door, but 
it does not, nor could it, give the 
Germans all they ask... . News 
reaches us of general mobilization 
in Warsaw, and jit is-not the kind 
of news to quiet the nerves, .. . 
Il Duce is convinced ‘that the in- 
vasion will occur tomorrow.’ 

“The idea of forced neutrality 
weighs more and more upon him. 
Being unable to wage war, he 
makes all the necessary prepara- 
tions so that in the event of a 
peaceful solution he can say that 
he might have waged it. Calls to 
arms, blackouts, requisitions, clos- 
ing of cafes and places of amuse- 
MAONT. « « 

“T urged ‘Bocchini (chief of Ital- 
jan police) to send the true re- 
ports to our chief. He is very 
pessimistic, In the event of up- 
risings, the carabinieri and police- 
men would join the people.” 

Aug. 31—Attolico telegraphs at 
3 a.m. to say the situation is des- 
perate, .. I call Halifax by 
phone to tell him that IP Duce can 
intervene with Hitler only if he 
brings a fat offering, Danzig... . 
Halifax sends word that our pro- 
posal about Danzig is impossi-

again to propose a conference to 
France and Great Britain for

At 8:20 p.m. the telephone office 
informs us that London has cut 
its communications with Italy. 

“Tl inform II Duce. ‘This is war,’ 
he says, ‘but tomorrow we shall 
declare in the Grand Council] that 
we will not march.’ Tomorrow 
will be too late .. 

“A German communication ar- 
rives from Berlin, listing all that 
has happened in the last few days. 

.. But discussion is superfluous. 
Hitler's program, announced to me 
at the Berghof, is being executed 
precisely, point by point. ... The 
attack begins at 5:25 a.m.”

(The Germans invaded Poland 
early on the morning of Sept. 1, 
1939. The alliance between Rome 
and Berlin had called for Italian 
participation until Mussolini nulli- 
fied it.) 


Sept. 1—“TIl Duce is calm. .,. 
He telephones personally to Attol- 
ico to send a telegram to Hitler 
breaking the alliance terms. . . 
At 3 p.m. the Council of Ministers 
meets. The agenda for non-inter- 
vention, drawn up by II] Duce him- 
self, is approved. . The Poles 
are withdrawing everywhere.” 

Sept. 2—“Under pressure from 
the French, we mention to Berlin 
the possibility of a conference, ... 
Hitler does not reject the proposal 
entirely. I call the ambassadors 
of France and England. I tele- 
phone Halifax and Bonnet (French 
Foreign Minister). ... One condi- 
tion’ is advanced, evacuation of 
Polisn territories occupied by the 
Germans, 

“It isn’t my business to give 
Hitler advice that he would re- 
ject, perhaps contemptuously. I 
tell this to Halifax, to the two 
ambassadors, to Il Duce. Finally, 
I telephone Berlin that unless the 
Germans notify us to the contrary 
we will let the conversations lapse, 
The last note of hope has died. 

“Il Duce is convinced of the 
necessity of neutrality, but he is 
not at all happy. ... The Italian 
people, however, are entirely 
happy.” 

Sept. 3—“Bonnet has asked if 
we would obtain at least symbol- 
ical withdrawal of German forces 
from Poland. ...I throw the pro- 
posal in the wastebasket. ... At 
11 o’clock news arrives that Great 
Britain has declared war. France 
does the same at 5:00. 

“T don’t know how the war will 
unfold, but it will be long, uncer- 
tain and relentless. . On his 
way to the front, Hitler calls At- 
tolico to the chancellory. ... He 
thinks he will have Poland in four 
weeks, and in another four will be 
able to concentrate his forces on 
the western front. 

“T] Duce, who still prizes Ger- 
man friendship, was glad to hear 
of Hitler’s gesture.”

headed by only the jack, and from 
his point of view the small slam 
seemed an odds-on chance 


West's double wag of course 
motivated by the thought that he 
would almost certainly take two 
trump tricks, with four to the 
king-queen back of the original 
bid. He should have cons‘dered, 
however, that the ace ‘might well 
show up over his honors, in 
dummy, since North’s bidding had 
been extremely strong. 


The diamond queen was opened, 
and after winning the first trick 
declarer helplessly cashed the 
spade ace, apparently feeling that 
with the ten-spot as well as the 
two other honors missing, there 
was no hope. Obviously, after the 
spade ace was removed, this was 
an accurate diagnosis. 


West's double strongly indicated 
that the trump strength was con- 
centrated in his hand, and if he 
had held the ye missing honors 
declarer would actually have been 
helpless, It was not unthinkable, 
however, that he had the king 
and queen but not the ten, and 
on that one chance South should 
have led the jack through West, 
or led low from dummy to the 
Jack, later finessing against 
West's second trump honor.

E try to have children do too 

much in too short a time, 

We try to speed his growth, 
make him an adult before he ig a 
well-grown child, It is uselesa but 
people keep at it. Little children 
who should be rolling balls and 
playing with dolls are being 
hauled to the beauty parlors, to 
ballet teachers, dramatic and mu- 
sic teachers so that they may be- 
come working people, long before 
their time. 


A child grows best in his own 
rhythm and each has his own. 
But all children are allowed by 
nature, commanded by nature, to 
grow through the first 18 or 20 
years of their lives, The child's 
gifts are hidden usually, and their 
development a slow unfolding un- 
der guidance, for years and years, 
When his growth is dictated, when 
somebody sets the pattern for it 
and forces it to maturity, the re- 
sult is more than likely to be a 
disaster for all concerned. 
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WE TRY to teach all children 
too many things. Better to offer 
them a few and give them time 
to master them, Instead of trying 
to look yearg ahead to their ma- 
turity and trying to set the pat} ° 
tern for their lives, we might bet- 
ter try to help them fill each day . 
with worthwhile growth, work and 
play. 

Do as we may, children grow 
day by day and change daily, 
sometimes hourly. The morning 
may usher in the birth of a new 
child instead of the one that went 
to bed the night before. Growth 
takes place in the unseen inner 
being of the child and it appears 
on the surface with what seems 
to be miraculous suddenness, be- 
wildering the unthinking on- 
looker,

IF THE CHILD has been alb- 
lowed to make his growth in his 
own rhythm without driving, with- 
out pushing, without displacement 
by his leaders, he will make per~ 
fect growth in his own pattern, a 
far better thing than the imposed 
pattern which surely hinders his 
native being. 


It is fine to be ambitious for 
the children. Fine, too, to be 
interested in their growing into 
worthwhile maturity. Better still 
it is to allow children to grow 
at their own rate of speed, day 
by day. Aim to help the child 
put in a good day, a day full of 
activity, usefulness, learning, fun, 
spiritual feeling.
